On August 16, 1972, a demonstration was held 
at the Fontainebleau Hotel, Miami Beach, Florida. This 
demonstration was from 12 $30 p.m. to 2t00 p.m. and was 
sponsored by the YIP. There were about 60 demonstrators 
and it was noted that several of them were also Zlppies. 
The demonstrators wanted to go into the hotel but wers 
turned back and were told they could not enter. They 
held a demonstration near the entrance to the hotel and 
on the circular drive leading to the hotel entrance. 
About five of the Yippies did vomit near some bushes 
where they were demonstrating and this constituted the 
planned '*puke->in*' which they had hoped to have Inside 
the hotel. The demonstrators had numerous signs such as 
"War Criminals Out of Miami Beach,** '*Nixon Hates Gays,** 
"Abortion Now,** **Nixon is a Pirate/* "Free Dope,** 
"Liberate Gay People,** **$6,500 for Four,** **NapalM Hurts," 
"Stop bombing the Dikes,** **Power to the Viet Cong/* and 
"Kick Kixon Out." They sang some songs such as 2, 
3, 4, we don't want your (oboenlty) war,** and '*Power to 
the People** to a rock music beat. 

About 15 managed to slip into the hotel through 
different entrancos but were immediately spotted and 
ejected. There were no arrests and no violence occurred* 
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It is noted that about 40 ainutes prior to the dmtonmtntlovi, 
one demonstratorf who vaa a Ylpple, stood outside the hotol 
dressed in black vlth white grease paint on hl< face< 




On August 17, 1972, RSNKIK DAVIS, JEFP 
also known as Jeft Nlghtbyrd, and SHARI WHITBHSAD 
managed to enter the rooa where the Platfon Couilttee 
of the Republican Kationsl Convention was holding hearings. 

The hearings took place at the rontainebleau Hote;! qq 

Collins Avenue, Mlaal Beach. When the three Individuals 
had proceeded almost to the speaker's platform, they 
were discovered and members of the committee requested 
police to evict them from the room. The three Individuals 
were carried out of the room by police officers but wars 
not arrested. After being bodily removed, these three 
persons spoke at length to newsmen on the street In front 
of the hotel. This event had occurred at about 111 45 a.m* 
Just before noon, approximately 15 to 20 individuals, who 
were reportedly members of the TIP and the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the Var, were assembled in the open area Immediately 
in front of the Fontainebleau Hotel near the point where 
the three persons who had been evicted from the committee 
hearing were talking with members of t he press. ;

Zippies started this* it appeared demonstrators froM various 
groups had joined in both in the park and during the line 
of march. In front of the convention headquarters, thaj 
thrsv a Holy Bible and some symbolic *'honkle** culture 
items and the American flag from the top of a black van 
truck which was then used by them as a speaker's platfom* 
Speeches were made denouncing the American Government 
after which they poured what was reportedly urine from 
the top of the black van on the two objects of ''honkie*^ 
culture. After this» tne crowd was invited by the speakers 
to come forward and urinate on the flag. About 100 members 
of the crowd surged forward to take part in this and It 
could not be detemined whether these members did physically 
urinate on the flag.

Students for a Denocractic Society (SDS) 
was founded during June, 1962, at Port 
Huron, Michigan, and in the 19608 
functioned as the leading Nev Left 
Canpus-based student organization in the 
United States. From an initial posturs 
of "Participating Democracy** SDS moved 
to a radical-revolutionary position with 
debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement. Internal 
factionalism produced a split during ths 
SI>S national convention in June, 1969, 
which resulted In the following three 
factional Weathermen, Worker Student 
Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary Youth 
Movement (RYM). The Weathezven and RYM 
are no longer affiliated with the SDS, 
The WSA continues to use the name SDS, and 
maintains its national headquarters in 
Boston, Massachusetts, 

On August 21, 1972, a march and demonstration 
was held at Miami Beach and it had actually been sponsored 
by approximately 150 Zippies. This began at 3:45 p»H* 
at Flamingo Park. The demonstrators marched to the 
convention area where they held a rally to show opposition 
to all kinds of repression and they specifically noted 
repression of political prisoners. Two males and four

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The activities ended about 6s00 p.a. after which most of 
thea returned to Flaaingo Park. There were no arrests 
and no wlolence in connection with this matter. 




On the afternoon of August 22, 1972 p a group 
of about three to four hundred persons » Bostly Zlpples» 
demonstrated In the area of the convention hall, Miami 
Beach* Some ol these people started burning some flag 
bunting on a pole and they were surrounded by the Florida 
Highway Patrol* The Patrol started to make arrests and 
there was no difficulty in making the arrests. The group 
demonstrating was described as a "nixed group** in which 
persons froa several different types of groups were 
represented. 




On August 22, 1972 , a large demonstration took 
place in the afternoon which started out as a Zlpple 
denonstration. There were about 400 people and during the 
march from Flamingo Park to the convention area, a window 
in a bank was broken. During the demonstration, there 
was some pounding on cars and some ob^nltles shouted and 
finally the Florida Highway Patrol moved in. In connection

Illinois, aade available a copy of a i21 page opinion of the 
USCA Issued the previous day, which In susuoary, reversed the 
substantive Anti-Riot Law convictions of five defendants. 
Including subject, in the trial in United States District 
Court (USDC), Chicago, Illinois, from September 24, I969 - 
February 18, I970, commonly referred to as the Conspiracy 
Seven Trial, The USCA reAianded the convictions to USDC, 
Chicago, for a new trial if the Grovernment so desired. As 
grounds for reversal, the court cited the failure of the 
presiding trial Judge to inquire into the possible effect of 
pre-trial publicity upon prospective Jurors, out of court 
cofflmunlcatlons between the trial Judge and the Jury during 
Its deliberation, and the demeanor of the trial Judge and 
prosecutor, described by the USCA as deprecatory and antago- 
nistic toward defense counsel and defendants during the trial* 

The "Chicago Sun-Times," a dally Chicago newspaper, 
edition of January 5* 1973 > Page 4, carried an article entitled, 
"Justice Department Drops Chicago Seven Hlot Case.** The 
article reflected that Attorney General RICHARD fCLEINDIENST 
had announced at a January 4, 1973 press conference In 
Washington, D.C., that the Justice Departaent would not retry the 
five convicted defendants in the Conspiracy Seven Antl-Rlot 
Law case In Chicagc. The Government would, however, proceed with 
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the prosecution of these five indlYiduals (and their sssoeiateB 
in the Conspiracy Seven trial) on the contempt of court 
charges stemming from that trial. 

On January 19^ 1973» Assistant United States Attorney 
(AUSA) STARKMAN advised that on January 18, 1973* a motion 
had been filed in USDC^ Chicago^ before Chief Judge ROBSOHj 
by the United States Attorney *s Office. Chicago, to dismiss 
the Anti-Hiot Law charges still pending against the five 
convicted defendants^ including subject. Ho counsel had 
appeared representing the defendants, and the motion, uncon- 
tested, was granted by Judge ROBSON on January I8, 1973* 

STARKMAN also advised that a date of March 5, 1973 
has most recently been set for a hearing in USDC, Chicago, for 
oral arguments on all motions filed by the Government and defens* 
counsel in the contempt proceedings still pending regarding 
the five defendants, and four others, resulting from the 
Conspkacy Seven trial* No trial date has as yet been set for 
these contempt proceedings. Pending outccae of the contempt 
retrial, the subject remains free on bond.

RUBIN, the subject stated that as long as the "system" is flexible 
leftists should try to use the system, rather than 
resort to violence, to achieve the goals of "socialism and 
peace". The chapter was entitled, "We now %#ork from wltbt In to 
change the system". 




Within the past year, the subject has relinquished 
his claim to a leadership role in the YIP, and no longer 

serves any revolutionary group in a leadership capacity. The 
subject has publicly withdrawn from the revolutionary movement 
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through his own voluntary statenents, and has publicly stated 
through his book that he believes in working through the 
"system", rather than resorting to violence* to achieve the 
goals of "socialism and peace". 

In yiew of the above, it is believed the subject
